No . money was allocated for extending the 
Altona railway line in a Bill before State Parlia- 
ment last November. 

The Bill—the Railway Loan Applica- 


tion Bill—listed a number of proposed 
works but did not include the extension 


to Westona Station. 


During discussion on: the Bill, Mr. G, R, Crick, 
M.L.A., registered a protest on the omission . Mr. 
Crick, Member for Grant, said— 


I wish to register a protest 
on’ behalf of the residents 
of Altona and of the Altona 
Shire Council because no allo- 
cation has been made in this 
Bill for an extension of the 
Altona railway line. Honor- 
able members will recall that 
this was the subject-matter of 
an inquiry and report by the 
Public Works Committee. The 
Minister of Transport is aware 
that the committee recommen- 
ded that this line should be 
extended for a distance of a 
little over three-quarters of a 
mile from the existing ‘ rail- 
way station at Altona to a new 
station to be named Westona, 
The Minister is aware also of 
the poor transport facilities 
available to the people in the 
western end of the Shire. 


After the Public Works 
Committee had brought in its 
report, it was confidently ex- 
pected by the council of the 
Shire of Altona, by the people 
and by myself that funds to 
provide for the extension 
would be allocated in the next 
Railway Loan Application 
Bill to be presented to Parlia- 
ment. Unfortunately, I cannot 
find this among ‘the items 
listed in the measure under 
discussion, and for that reason 
I must enter a protest on he- 
half of my constituents, and 





tell the House of the resent- 
ment and disgust that they 
feel because no action has been 
taken to implement the report 
of the Public Works Commit. 
tee. & 

T have raised this matter be- 
cause the people of Altona 
are incensed that provision 
has not been made for the 
extension of the railway line.

Today a search- 
ing reappraisal of the whole 
situation in relation to cul- 
tural standards and opportuni- 
ties is in. progress. ‘ 

More and more people be- 
gin to appreciate that the ex- 
clusion of so many-for so 
long from the best of our cul- 
tural heritage can become as 
damaging to the privileged 
minority as to the under-privi- 
leged majority. We walk the 
same streets, breathe the 
same air, are exposed to the 
same sights and sounds. For 
the increase and the develop- 
ment of cultural activities the 
local authority, the school and 
the ratepayer must work in 
close co-operation for the best 
possible results. It will be a 
slow venture—an evolutionary 
change and much encourage- 
ment will be required.

Once the Altona Film Society 


self-supporting it will be able 
to fend for itself but at the 
beginning experienced guid- 
ance is necessary. There pre- 
cedents of council support for 
local film  society—notably 
those of Mordialloc, Northcote 
and Box Hill. 


I also recommend that the 
Altona Film Society should 
sponsor weekend film festi- 
vals so as to add a cultural 
attraction to the already prom- 
inently developing Shire. 

When one recommends the 
formation of an organisation 
one must also have considered 
the extent of the direct sup- 
port that the Shire Council 
can give. It has been expres- 
sed on many occasions that 
the Shire Council is in need 
of a 16 mm. projector, I 
would recommend that the 
Shire Council purchase a 16 
mm. projector and lease or 
rent it for use by the Altona 
Film’ Cociety. According to 
the rules of the Victorian Fed- 
eration of Film Societies each 
society must either hire or 
have as a member a per- 
son who is a qualified opera- 
tor. Since that is the case 1 
see no reason why the film 
society on- proof that the 
member or: alternatively the 
person who will be the opera- 
tor is qualified should not be 
trusted by the Shire Council. 
It may be deemed prudent 
that the film society in its 
terms of leasing or renting the 
projector be asked to pay a 
damage deposit so as to be 
more directly responsible for 
council equipment. I recom- 
mend that the film society be 
formed immediately in the, 
Shire of Altona. 

THE ALTONA DRAMATIC 
SOCIETY. There ‘exists al- 
ready much talent in this 
field in Altona. It is believed 
that with the assistance of 
school teachers and drama én- 
thusiasts it is high time for 
the Shire Council to considér 
the formation of the Altona

Let’s start with “MUM AND 
DAD AND so FIRST 
BABY.” 


- Most tiny babies | are, found 
to be excellent travellers and 
do not greatly affect fhe type 
of holiday parents plan. Never 
theless it is wise to get your 
doctor’s approval for baby 
making the trip. Cars should 
also be in A-l1 condition hbe- 
fore taking baby out. 


Babies as a rule love motion 
and fall asleep easily while 
travelling—their basic com- 
forts being warmth, -food, 


_]|sleep and mother love. 


Be careful of draughts. 
Babies get colds more easily 
than older children. 


On the other hand, don't 
keep all windows closed on a 
hot day so that if’s suffocating 
inside the car. 


When nursed, a baby should 
be kept on the side farthest 
from the drive. Without warn- 
ing babies clutch at anything 
wthin reach and a grab at 
the wrong moment can be 
dangerous. 


Always check the door locks 
after\stops whether the baby 
is being held or prowling 
around in the back seat. 


: 

Depending on the duration 
of the trip, a crib, stroller or 
play-pen may or may not be 
necessary gear. A stroller is 
handy if sightseeing is plan- 
ned and a play-pen a handy 
all purpose piece of equip-_ 
ment especially if the child 
is at the crawling, “eat any- 
thing” stage.
